Wife Witnesses Soldier’s Death Over Skype 


Dallas 

An Army nurse showed no alarm or 
discomfort before suddenly collapsing 
during a Skype video chat with his 
wife, who saw a bullet hole in a 
closet behind him, his family said 
Sunday. 

Capt. Bruce Kevin Clark’s family 
released a statement describing what 
his wife saw April 30 in the video feed 
that recorded her husband’s death in 
Tarin Kowt, Afghanistan. 

“Clark was suddenly knocked 


forward,” the statement said. “The 
closet behind him had a bullet hole in 
it. The other individuals, including a 
member of the military, who rushed 
to the home of CPT Clark’s wife also 
saw the hole [in the video] and agreed 
it was a bullet hole.” 

The statement says the Skype 
link remained open for two hours 
after Clark collapsed as family and 
friends in the U.S. and Afghanistan 
tried to get him help. 

“After two hours and many 
frantic phone calls by Mrs. Clark, 


two military personnel arrived in the 
room [in Afghanistan] and appeared 
to check his pulse, but provided no 
details about his condition to his 
wife,” the statement said. 

The Pentagon said previously 
that Clark’s death remains under 
investigation. 

Susan Orellana-Clark said she 
was providing details of what she 
saw “to honor my husband and 
dispel the inaccurate information 
and supposition promulgated by 
other parties.” 



Capt. Bruce Kevin Clark 
grew up in Michigan and 
previously lived in Spen- 
cerport, N.Y. He joined the 
Army in 2006 and left for 
Afghanistan in March. 


U.S. officials in Afghanistan 
referred questions to the Pentagon, 
which previously referred questions to 
the William Beaumont Army Medical 
Center in El Paso, where Clark was 
assigned. 

Clarence Davis, spokesman for 
William Beaumont Army Medical 
Center, declined to comment on 
Clark’s family’s statement. 

Clark, 43, was deployed to 
Afghanistan in March. 

Clark’s body was returned 
Thursday to Dover Air Force Base. 

He is also survived by two 
daughters, ages 3 and 9. terry

Biden OK With Gay Marriage 


Washington 

Vice President Joe Biden says he’s 
“absolutely comfortable” with gay 
couples who marry getting the 
same civil rights and liberties as 
heterosexual couples, a stand that 
gay rights advocates interpreted 
as an endorsement of same-sex 
marriage. 

The White House and Presi- 
dent Obama’s re-election campaign, 
eager to avoid a debate on a hot-but- 
ton social issue in an election year, 
insisted Biden was not breaking 
ranks with Obama, who does not 
publicly support gay marriage. 

Biden told NBC’s “Meet the 
Press” on Sunday that marriage 
should be about being loyal to

day that Biden’s comments were not 
an endorsement, but simply a reaf- 
firmation of his belief that same-sex 
couples deserve the same rights and 
protections as all Americans, (ap) 


someone you love, whether that 
marriage is between a man and a 
woman, two men or two women. 
“I am absolutely comfortable with 


the fact that men marrying men, 
women marrying women and het- 
erosexual men and women mar- 
rying one another are entitled to 
the same exact rights, all the civil 
rights, all the civil liberties,” said 
Biden, a devout Catholic. 

Gay rights advocates said 
Biden’s comments signaled unmis- 
takable support for gay marriage, 
which they said made him the high- 
est-ranking member in the Obama 
administration to do so. 

“I’m grateful that the vice pres- 
ident of the United States is now 
publicly supporting marriage 
equality,” said Chad Griffin, a gay 
rights supporter and a member of 
the Obama campaign’s national 
finance committee, julie pace (ap)

U.S., China Close to Deal

The U.S. and China outlined a tenta- 
tive deal Friday to send a blind activist 
to America, ending a delicate diplomat- 
ic crisis. If kept, it promises to give Chen 
Guangcheng much of what he wanted: a 
chance to live with his family in safety and

Bombing Kills 5 in Syria

Tornado in Japan Kills 1, 
Injures 30 Near Tokyo 

A tornado tore through a city northeast 
of Japan’s capital on Sunday, killing one 
person and injuring more than 30 oth- 
ers. The twister mostly carved a path 
through residential areas in Tsukuba, 
and destroyed about 200 houses, public 
broadcaster NHK reported. Tornadoes 
are relatively rare in the area, (ap) 

JERUSALEM 

Israeli PM Signals Vote 
Likely Pushed Up to Sept. 

Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu on 
Sunday signaled he wants to hold elec- 
tions in September, more than a year 
ahead of schedule.

Nearly 20 such 
attacks this year have raised the level of 
mistrust between the U.S.-led coalition 
and their Afghan partners as NATO gears 
up to hand over security ahead of the 
2014 deadline for withdrawal, (ap)

An airstrike Sunday killed an al-Qaeda 
leader on the FBI’s most wanted list, 
officials said. Fahd al-Quso, 37, was in- 
dicted in the U.S. for his role in the 2000 
bombing in the USS Cole, in which 17 U.S. 
sailors were killed and 39 injured, (ap)

Demonstrators clash 
on the eve of Putin’s 
switch to president 


Moscow 

A demonstration by at least 20,000 
people a day befire Vladimir Putin’s 
inauguration as president turned 
into a battle with police Sun- 
day after protesters tried to split 
off from the approved venue and 
march to the Kremlin. 

Club-wielding officers seized 
demonstrators, dragging some by 
the hair, others by the neck. 

More than 400 people were 


in Moscow Turns Bloody 


arrested, and police said that 12 riot 
police officers were injured. 

Sunday’s demonstration start- 
ed out peacefully, with protesters 
cheerfully marching down a wide 
avenue. Some demonstrators aimed 
to turn up the pressure by trying 
to head to the Kremlin. 

When a phalanx of riot police 
blocked their approach to the bridge 
leading to the Kremlin, the protest- 
ers formed human chains and some 
hurled stones at the police.

French voters oust 
Sarkozy, a decision 
likely to alter how 
Europe tackles debt 

Paris 

Socialist Francois Hollande defeat- 
ed conservative incumbent Nicolas 
Sarkozy on Sunday to become France’s 
next president, heralding a change in 
how Europe tackles its debt crisis and 
how France flexes its military and dip- 
lomatic muscle around the world. 

Exuberant, diverse crowds filled 
the Place de la Bastille, the iconic plaza 
of the French Revolution, to fete Hol- 
lande’s victory, waving French, Euro- 
pean and labor union flags and climb- 
ing its central column. Leftists are 
overjoyed to have one of their own in 


power for the first time since Social- 
ist Francois Mitterrand was president 
from 1981 to 1995. 

“Austerity can no longer be inevita- 
ble!” Hollande declared in his victory 
speech Sunday night after a surpris- 
ing campaign that saw him transform 
from an unremarkable, mild figure to 
an increasingly statesmanlike one. 

Sarkozy is the latest victim of a wave 
of voter anger at government spending 
cuts around Europe that have tossed 
out governments and leaders over the 
past couple of years. 

Hollande promised help for France’s 
downtrodden after years under Sarkozy, 
a man many voters saw as too friend- 
ly with the rich and blamed for eco- 
nomic troubles. 

Hollande, whose inauguration must 
happen no later than May 16, said Euro- 
pean partners should be relieved and 
not frightened by his presidency.

The Amtrak passengers rushed 
out of Union Station at 1:33 a.m. 
on a chilly, April Monday, racing 
to form a long line at an unmarked 
taxi stand. With Metro closed and 
no other foreseeable way to get 
home, they found themselves at 
the mercy of cabdrivers cherry- 
picking for the best fares. 

“Virginia? Anyone going to Vir- 
ginia?” a cabbie shouted. 

“Georgetown? Anyone going to 
Georgetown?” another inquired. 

These solicitations were vio- 
lating civil laws that prohibit cab- 
drivers from rejecting or choosing 
riders based on their destinations. 
That violation is punishable by a 
ticket and fines up to $250. No 
matter: There were no officers 
or inspectors there to enforce the 
law anyway. 

When the city’s hack inspec- 
tors and cab dispatchers have gone 
to bed, a special type of bedlam 
occurs after midnight at Union 
Station.

Ex-Teacher Back in Md.

Kevin Ricks, the former Manassas 
high school teacher who was serv- 
ing a 25-year sentence in a Tucson 
federal prison after admitting that 
he abused numerous teenage boys, 
has returned to the Washington 
area to face additional charges, 
jail officials said.

At the time, Ricks was living 
in Federalsburg, Md., and he had 
been teaching at Colonel Richard- 
son High School before his contract 
was not renewed.

3-1 series lead. 

Last spring, they simply didn’t 
get enough from the team’s stars 
to beat Tampa Bay. 

But after Brooks Laich and his 
teammates gritted their teeth Sat- 
urday, tossed themselves in front of 
slap shots and willed their way past 
the New York Rangers to win 3-2 
and tie up the Eastern Conference 
semifinal series, the question must 
be considered: Is this Washington’s 
best playoff team since 1998, the 
year the franchise advanced to its 
only Stanley Cup final?

Rookie goalie Braden Holtby 
sports a 1.94 goals against aver- 
age and a .933 save percentage in 
11 starts.

And the Capitals are getting key 
contributions from those paid hand- 
somely to deliver. Alex Ovechkin 
has two goals in three games and 
Mike Green has a pair in six. Nick- 
las Backstrom had his strongest per- 
formance since returning from the 
concussion in Game 4, and Alexan- 
der Semin directed a game-high 10 
shots at the Rangers’ cage. 

“There are a lot of areas in our 
game that we’ve really cleaned up 


from years past, and we’re getting 
rewarded for it,” he added.

The only player who has been 
unable to suit up this postseason is 
goalie Tomas Vokoun, who has been 
out since March with a pulled groin 
muscle.

Knicks Earn First Playoff Victory Since '01 


N.Y. snaps 13-game 
losing streak to stay 
alive versus the Heat

Carmelo Anthony scored 41 points, 
Amare Stoudemire had 20 points 
and 10 rebounds in his return from a 
cut hand, and the New York Knicks 
snapped an NBA-record, 13-game 
postseason losing streak by beat- 
ing the Miami Heat, 89-87, Sun- 
day in Game 4 of their first-round 
series. 

Anthony made a tiebreaking 
3-pointer with 54.5 seconds left as 
the Knicks overcame another seri- 
ous injury to win a playoff game for 



the first time since April 29, 2001. 
Baron Davis dislocated his right 
kneecap in the third quarter, just 
as the Knicks were making the run 
that got them back into the game 
after a dismal first half. 

LeBron James scored 27 for the 
Heat, who will try to close it out 
in Game 5 at home on Wednes- 
day. Dwyane Wade had 22, but 
missed a 3-pointer with 1.6 seconds 
left that would have given Miami 
a lengthy rest before starting the 
second round. 

Wade’s errant shot set off a loud 
celebration from Knicks fans who 
hadn’t seen their team win in the 
postseason since beating the Toron- 
to Raptors in Game 3 of a best-of- 
five series, (ap)

ing new album. Their rebirth, which 
became a reality this year when the 
group performed “Good Vibrations” 
with Maroon 5 and Foster the People at 
the Grammys, has reawakened musi- 
cal memories for Jardine, 69. 

“When I’m rehearsing ... I’m hear- 
ing stufifi haven’t performed for many 
years,” Jardine says. “It’s wonderful to 
rediscover the music that way.” 

When the Beach Boys formed in 
1961, it was mostly a family affair: 
school pal Jardine established the 
group with Wilson and his late broth- 
ers, Carl and Dennis, and their cous- 


in, Love. Their breezy harmonic tunes 
and embodiment of freewheeling West 
Coast sensibilities captured the nation’s 
attention just before the Beaties invad- 
ed the United States, and continued 
for much of the 1960s with timeless 
songs like “I Get Around,” “Surfin’ 
USA” and many more. 

Following the 1998 death of Carl 


Wilson, the group fractured and began 
moving in different directions. Over 
the past 20 years, the Beach Boys’ leg- 
acy has been mired in messy conflicts 
that the group’s members agreed to 
squash in honor of their fans and the 
band’s 50th anniversary. 

“[The fans] sense that we love each 
other and that we really want to share 


that love with them,” says Wilson, 69, 
the visionary songwriter of such clas- 
sics as “Help Me Rhonda” and “Cali- 
fornia Girls.” Wilson had a turbulent 
tenure with the Beach Boys, notori- 
ously leaving then returning to the 
band at one point as he battled men- 
tal illness and drug abuse. 

“When it comes to the music, aU the 
pretensions are aside,” says 71-year-old 
Love. “All the egos are aside. It’s just all 
about those group harmonies.” 

“We’re slaves to the Beach Boys 
legacy,” adds Marks, 63. “We’re just 
out there trying to keep that legacy

The demure Yauch (“MCA” 
when he took the mic) wasn’t the 


most boastful B-Boy; he was the 
thoughtful one and a steady source 
of the pioneering hip-hop trio’s 
innovative spirit. 

A practicing Buddhist, Yauch, 
who died Friday at age 47 after a 
nearly three-year battle with can- 
cer, led the group in performing 
concerts to benefit Tibet and, as 
a filmmaker, helped create the 
band’s imagery. 

His lyrics could be zany, socially 
conscious and surprisingly intellec-

tual, with references to politics, the 
environment and Carl Sagan. 

Sean “Diddy” Combs called 
Yauch “a true pioneer and a cre- 
ative force who paved the way for 
so many of us.” 

“Adam was incredibly sweet 
and the most sensitive artist, who 
I loved dearly,” said Russell Sim- 
mons, whose Def Jam label released 
the Beasties’ “Licensed to 111,” the 
first hip-hop album ever to top the
